Alger H. Dresel in command, 
eight members of the naval 
board of inspection u nder Rear 
Admiral George C. Day, and 31 
engineers and inspectors of the 
Goodyear-Zeppelin 
Co., 
the 
bu ilders. 
After the Macon had been 
aloft an hou r and a half, Capt. 
Dresel sent radio orders to dis­ 
miss the grou nd crew u ntil 5 p. 
m., eastern standard time, indi­ 
cating the ship wou ld remain u p 
well over 11 hou rs. She took off 
at 5:59 a. m. 
For more than an hou r Cap­ 
tain Dresel kept the Macon in 
this vicinity, then flew over 
Cleveland. There was no

President Roosevelt’s “controlled 
inflation” program was started 
throu gh Congress today with en­ 
dorsement of the Senate bank­ 
ing committee. 
The committee approved it 
withou t a record vote, bu t with 
an amendment au thorizing the 
federal reserve board to place a 
check on inflation by requ iring 
member banks to increase or de­ 
crease their reserves against de­ 
posits as the situ ation requ ired. 
The committee action, making 
the legislation ready for the 
Senate dispu te in store becau se 
of organized opposition from the 
conservative Repu blican ranks, 
followed a more than two hou r 
execu tive session. 
The secretary of the treasu ry, 
William H. Woodin, and the 
bu dget director, Lewis W. Dou g­ 
las, had endorsed the Thomas 
bill and explained adm inistra­ 
tion plans for proceeding u nder 
it to boost commodity prices, 
thereby spreading work. 
The committee adopted a reso­ 
lu tion by Senator Walcott (R., 
Conn), recommending th at the 
program be treated as a sepa­ 
rate bill, althou gh it was re­ 
ported as an amendment to t^he 
farm relief measu re, as proposed 
by Senator Thomas (D., Okla), 
yesterday.

They were ashamed o f 
the thing abo u t which they had 
been q u arreling when they were 
challenged by a Master who se 
life was liv ed in a different sp irit 
and u p o n a different p lane.

so n which wo uld emphasize the 
supreme thing that he had co me 
to teach them. So J esus to o k a

W ith the q u ick, d ecisiv e mov ements tha t hav e 
characterized tl>e present ad m inistration to d ate, 
came the news tha t Presid ent Roosev elt had 
w ithd raw n su pport of the American d ollar on 
foreign m arkets. In so many word s, this m eant 
tha t the United States is oft' the gold stand ard 
as an eq u alization of the v alu es of its monies. 
This mov ement changes the entire economic 
pictu re of this cou ntry as well as that of world 
commerce. The aspects and possible resu lts of 
this action are as y et obscu re in their fu ll ex ­ 
tent. The u ltim ate benefits may be great or they 
may be of no av ail, in checking the d epressed 
cond itions of bu siness here and abroad . • 
Certain d efinite aftects loom on the horizon. 
One most im portant benefit will be the parity of 
American ex ports with those of other nations 
which are now off the gold stand ard . For ex ­ 
ample the pou nd u nit of England has so d ropped 
in v alu e on foreign ex changes tha t the commod ­ 
ities and m anu factu red m erchand ise of that 
cou ntry can be bou ght to better ad v antage than 
those of other cou ntries with money of higher 
v alu es. 
Now 
American 
mad e 
prod u cts 
and 
American prod u ced commod ities will hav e an 
eq u al chance on the world m arkets with those 
of England . 
Another resu lt of the mov e will be the ad ­ 
v ance of prices in this cou ntry . Dollar wheat is 
alread y pred icted by May . O ther commod ities 
will follow su it and m anu factu red prod u cts will 
be gov erned by the price ind ex of commod ities. 
Circu lation and cred it will be stim u lated . Ris­ 
ing prices will necessitate su ch changes. Com­ 
merce cannot be carried on w ithou t the easing 
of cred it and tu rn-ov er of money . 
If the present statu s is m aintained for a long 
enou gh period , cond itions will eq u alize for all 
concerned . Until that time there will be a period 
of read ju stm ent sim ilar to those we hav e gone 
throu gh d u ring the d eflation of prices since the 
break in 1929. The farm er will probably be the 
first to reap any possible benefits from the 
change. On the other hand , the person working 
for a regu lar salary will su ffer, for prices will 
lead far in ad v ance of salary increases. 
Any improv ement is welcomed and if d epartu re 
from the gold stand ard is the answer, then the 
pu blic will welcome it. If it d oesn’t help, those 
responsible will carry the bu rd en.

R o ads are a way o f co m m u ni­ 
catio n, by land, betw een two o r 
m o re po ints, generally v ehicu lar 
traffic. 
Ro ads hav e dev elo ped 
w ith co m m erce, trav el, and pa r­ 
ticu larly w ith w ar, co nqu est, and 
m ilitary co ntro l o f d istan t co u n­ 
tries. 
Early histo ry m entio ns three 
great 
highw ay s 
ru n n in g 
o u t 
fro m 
Baby lo n. 
M u ch 
o f 
the 
trav el w as o n fo o t and the heav y 
lo ads o f trad e were o n the backs 
o f cam els. The co nstru ctio n o f 
these early highw ay s was by 
placing o n the e a rth fo u ndatio n 
sto ne and sand, carried in bags 
o n the backs o f the cam els, and 
m o st o f the labo r was do ne by 
the han d s o f slav es who were 
captu red in w ar. The C a rtha -1 
ginians are credited w ith the 
earliest sy stem atic ro ad m aker. 
B u t the greatest ro ad bu ilders o f 
o lden tim es were the Ro m ans. 
The A ppian W ay begu n by Ap- 
piu s C lau diu s in 312 B. C. ap­ 
pears to hav e been the earliest 
piece o f perm an en t ro ad wo rk. 
In general the R o m an align­ 
m ents were fairly tru e reg ard ­ 
less o f the grade. D epth so m e­ 
tim es was three feet in thick ­ 
ness, w ith sev eral lay ers o f sto ne 
and co ncrete. 
F irst English Ro ad law was 
passed by P arliam en t in 128 5. 
All gru bs, trees, and so fo rth 
were cleared fo r a distance o f 
two hu ndred feet o n each side 
o f the ro ads betw een m arket 
to w ns to lessen ro bbery . 
F irst to ll fo r repair o f ro ads 
was lev ied by au tho rity o f E d­ 
w ard III in 1346 o n ro ads no w 
pa rt o f the streets o f Lo ndo n. 
In 1555 an act was passed re ­ 
qu iring each parish to select two 
su rv ey o rs o f highw ay s to keep 
in repair by co m pu lso ry labo r. 
A little la te r co m pu lso ry labo r 
was su bstitu ted by statu te labo r 
tax . 
Lo u is X II o f France o rdered 
inspectio ns o f and a repo rt o n 
the ro ads o f the kingdo m in 
1508 . Late in the sam e centu ry 
H enry IV appo inted the G reat 
W ay w arden o f France. 
In 1556 a sto ne ro ad fifteen 
feet wide was bu ilt fro m Paris 
to O rleans w ith abo u t tw enty 
feet o n each side being u npav ed. 
France appears to hav e been a 
leader in the m o dern ro ad co n­ 
stru ctio n, bu t it was so o n su r­ 
passed 
by 
E ngland, 
and

su bstitu ted 
by

English 
M acadam sy stem . 
Tresagu et o f France, prepared 
a cu rv ed o r cro w ned (as we say 
to day ) e arth fo u ndatio n fo r his 
sto ne wo rk w hich w as appro x i­ 
m ately ten inches in thickness.

its edges ham m ered o ff. T hen 
ihe third lay er o f bro ken sto ne 
abo u t the size o f a w alnu t w as 
spread o n w ith sho v els.

u sed o n this su rface o r the third 
;o u rse. This general sy stem was 
ised in France u ntil abo u t. 18 20. 
Then the M acadam sy stem o f 
England was intro du ced an d in 
8 30 was o fficially ado pted. The 
n ain change in the two sy stem s 
v as the fo u ndatio n. 
McAdam and Telfo rd, who se 
nam es hav e been applied to the 


two riv al sy stems of broken 
stone road construction now 
practiced, were both Scotchmen 
born in 1756 and 1757 respectiv e­ 
ly . These two great engineers 
built hundreds of miles of brok­ 
en road construction which was 
a modification of the French 
sy stem. 
Telford maintained the single 
course of large stone on the edge 
part of the French sy stem, but 
did not crown the sub-grade or 
earth foundation. He crowned 
the finished road by placing the 
largest stone in the center. Ov er 
this an inch lay er of grav el was 
spread, then he finished with a 
six inch lay er of broken stone. 
McAdam used all broken stone 
from earth foundation to the

His name, through 
popular usage has come to be 
spelled Macadam. 
On compacting the angular 
broken stone on the road it be­ 
comes inore of a compact mass.

the g old standard by the United 
States and in some quarters it 
was viewed as threatening a bit­ 
ter world-wide trade war.
